"Pro- 
duction and consumption. " This is, 
it seems, the erroneous idea of many 
peoiKThe American Society of Equity 
accepts the idea that supply and de- 
mand should and can be made to 
regulate price and when we prop.se 
to st-eure a certain price lor a cer- 
tain product, it proposes to do it by 
regulating maketing, and selling only 
when we can secure a certain fixed 
price, id othei words, supplying the 
market or • 'demand" with all that it 
wants at the price and not a pound 
or ej u-hel 1. r any I. -- And in this 
way we propose for our supply and 



at our command and administer radi 
aaj treatment, and. if we will but use 
the means at onr command, the to- 
bacco trust will wake up after taking 
our medicine, feeling very much like 
tbey had taken an overdose of calomel, 
but, after they get over it, tbey may 
feel better. 

They tell ns that the reason the far- 
mer can not get the cost of production 
for his tobacco is because tnere is an 
over-oroduction Now w iile some of as 
believe that this is a "fabrication, " 
let as take them at their word, and 
furnish tnain half as much of our to- 
bacco to make money on and charge 
them three times as much for it. 

Now I believe we are if 
enongh strong to control market- 
ing and hold our tobacco we 
ire strong enongh to reduce the 
acreage, and, as old Calo insisted, 
•Carthage must be destroyed," 80 
I say. with all the emphasis and sincer- 
ity that I can command. "The tobacco 
production must be reduced." 

Now, let us bjgm an active, agres- 
sive, strenuous campaign to reduce 
the acreage, about thirty pe: cent,, 
this coming year; and we can and 
must succeed, ami while we are reduc- 
ing the acreage of the next crop, do 
not forget to hold the one you have 
anil take care of it in the best man- 
na havd a campaign of education 
through Cp-To-Date Farming, and

methods of union labor in enforcing 
their "closed door" policy.
